They knew noth- 
ing Of Florence Leonjjardt’s disappearance 
es evening before and were not thinking ct 
ler. 

As they were talking’ together, a girl ap- 
peared around the front corner of thelr 
nouse, and started across the vacant lot 
in a diagonal d{frettion toward the entrance 
to the ailey leading to Lucky street. 

The girl had an umbrella open above her 
head. She ware a tan golf cape with a 
plaid hood, black stockings and black high 
shoes. Ags she walked she seemed a litile 
uncertain ar turned her head from side 
to side. She showed her face to the three 
women on the porch, who noticed her only 
because she was the amly living thing 
within their view. As she turned her face 
toward them, Rose Christman exclaimed: 

“There goes Florence Leonhardt!” 

The other women looked at her closely 
and agreed with Rose that it was Florence 
Leonhardt. They were mot personally ac- 
quaintéd with her, but had seen her often 
and knew that she lived with her mather 
and Dr. Dausman on Pendleton avenue, 

The last time they had seen her Was on 
the Saturday previous, when she was cross- 
ing the same lot. 

They watched the girl plod across the 
wet lot, avoiding a pile of cinders 
slight detour, until she passed a 
tangled wire about its center, and 
their curlosity having been satisfied, 
turned their attention to other things and 
forgot about her. 

It is unfortunate that they did not con- 
tinue to wateh her until she disappeared 
from view. because then they would have 
known whether she entered the alley lead- 
ing to the rear of her mother’s home. 

Sunday nieht William Christman read in 
the Sunday Post-Dispatch of Florence Leon- 
hardt’s disappearance and called his wife's 
attention to it. -Then she told him of hav- 
ing seen the girl Saturday afternoon. His 
mother and aister corroborated her state- 
ment. Christman was much interested, and 
being a bit of an amateur detective fell to 
reasoning out the meaning of it al) 

“I figured this way,” he said to the Post- 
Dispatch. ‘“‘Florence Leonhardt loved her 
mother and had been taken, against her 
will. from her mother, and had been given 
to hem father. She disappears from her 
father’s“mome Friday afternoon. Saturday 
afternoon my wife and mother and sister 
saw her crossing a vacant lot within two 
squares of her mother’s home and going 
in that direction. Now, I figured that the 
girl under those circumstances would nat- 
urally have gone to see her mother. 

“If she came Into this neighborhood for 
that purpose she could not have taken a 
better way to get to her mother’s home 
without being seen than the way she came, 
She could have come out on the Easton ave- 
nue car. She knew she was known to the 
neighbors on Pendleton avenue, and what 
could be more natural than that she should 
get off at Newstead, walk north to Cote 
Brilliante, east to the vacant lot, then 
across and through the alley? 

“The day was rainy and dark, with few 
persons out of doors, and there was every 
likelihood of her being able to make the 
trip without being recognized, Or, had she 
been ordinarily cute, she could have come 
out on a Lindell car on North Taylor to 
Cote Brilliante and thence down to the va- 
cant lot. 

‘“T understand the Dansmans say she 
could not enter through the rear of. their 
place.

BOSTON, Mass., April 26.—The Republic- 
ans of Masgsachuseits to-day elected dele- 
gates and ahernates to the national Repub- 
lican convention in Philauelphia. Of the 
1894 delegates entitled to seats there were 
4 present. Congressman F. H. Gillet, 
the permanent chairman of the convention, 
delivered a long address.

The platform suys in regard 
that “whenever they become destructive 
of the rignts of citizere they should be 
suppressed by adequate statutes enacted by 
legislatures of the states or by Congress, 
if the. resulting evils are beyond the power 
and jurisdiction of the states.’

GATHERING OF GREAT MOMENT. 


MOST IMPORTANT IN THE 
CHUROCH’S HISTORY. 


The Amusement Question, Period of 
Probation, Mission Work, New 
Hymnal and Other Matters 
to Be Decided. 


CHICAGO, April 26.—The advance cuard 
to the general conférence of the Methodist 
Church, which opens in this city Wednes- 
Gay, May 2, have already arrived. They 
are the five members of the local commit- 
tee on affairs of the Methodist Book Con- 
cern and have come from New York and 
Cincinnat! to take up a new phase of 
the GSchell-Jennings controversy and pre- 
pare themselves to make recommendations 
to the general convention, which wil] meet 
on Saturday. The members of the local 
committee are John E. Andrus and E. P. 
Tuttle of New York and James N. Gamble, 
R. T. Miller wnd Richard Dymond of Cin- 
cinnati. is committee met to consider 
charges against H. C. Jennings, publishing 
agent of the Methodist Book concern, sup- 
posed to have been instigated by E. A. 
Schell, who wus discharged from the sec- 
retaryship of the Epworth League last fall. 
Members of the committee gay their busi- 
mess is of a strictly private nature, and 
will make no statements. 

A forecast of the proceedings of the gen- 
eral conference, which is expected to be 
the largest and most important in the his- 
tory of the legislative body of Methodism, 
has been made by Dr. J. F. Perry, editor 
of the Epworth Herald. The following ie

GETTING A GOOD 
GRIP UN CUBA 


Railway Syndicates Follow- 
ing the Flag. 


A CANADIAN CHIEF PROMOTER. 


COMPANY WITH EIGHT MILLION 
DOLLARS CAPITAL. 


Scheme to Build Railways and Develop 
th@ Natural Resources of the 
Island Now Under Way. 


NEW YORK, April 26.—That syndicates, 
as well as trusts, follow the flag is shown 
by developments in the formation of a cor- 
poration which proposes to get a strong 
grip on Cuba. 

Representative American capital has been 
entered in a scheme for a rehabilitation 
and development of the railway system of 
Cuba. A newly formed corporation, the 
Cuba Company, is to undertake this work, 
and although its existence is chiefly due 
to the labors and enthusiasm of a Cana- 
dian, Sir William C. Van Horne, William 
C. Whitney and other prominent members 
of the Whitney syndicate, ex-Gov. Levi P. 
Morton, John W. McKay of the Commercial 
Cable Co., James J. Hill, the Western rall- 
way magnates, Gen, Samuel Thomas and 
other well-known American financiers, are 
to employ their brains and money in push- 
ing the project. 

The Cuba Company has been incorporated 
in New Jersey with $8,000,000 capitalization. 
There will be a meeting of the promoters 
to-day in ex-Gov. Morton’s office, and the 
organization of the company will be per- 
fected. Itis thought probable tiat Sir Will- 
iam C. Van Horne, who resigned sometime 
ago the presidency of the Canadian Pacific 
Railroad Co., may be chosen president of 
the Cuba Company. He has spent much 
time in Cuba in a thorough investigation 
of the resources and prospects of the island, 

Beside the men already mentioncd as sub- 
scribers the list includes: 

H. M. Flagler, the Standard Oil magnate; 


Edward H. Harriman of the syndicate now 
in charge of the affairs of the Union Pacific 

Railroad; Thomas M. Ryan, P. A, B. Wi- 
dener and W. L. Elkins of the Whitney syn- 
dicate; E. J: Berwind, Gen. Grenvil.e ‘'M. 
Dodge, H. Walters, George G. Haven, H. 
M. Whitney, G. B. Hopkins, William Lan- 
man Bull and Charles T. Barney. 

The Cuba Ca may devote itself In some 
measure to developing the national re- 
sources of the island of Cuba, but will 
chiefly attend to developing the Cuban steel 
railroads. 

Sir William C. van Horne said last night: 

“The western half of Cuba, geographi- 
cally, is well supplied with railroads al- 
ready and but little wore in that way is 
now needed there. But the eastern half, 
which comprises the provinies of Santa 
Clara, Puerto Principe and Santiago, is 
still in an almost wholly undeveloped state. 
To the southward the mountain ranges lie 
near the coast, as they do in certain por- 
tions of the coast elsewhere, in consequence 
of but few railroads having been built there 
and those of an insignificant character, the 
population has not penetrated far inland 
and the interior of these provinces remaliu 
in an undeveloped state. Some small in- 
vestments I had in Cuba led me there first 
to look after them, but with no intention 
of in any way increasing them. This prob- 
lem presented itself ta me and I became 
interested in its werking out. One thin: 
that led me to take i up was that I founc 
the Cubans not only willing to work,. but 
to do work well and with intelligence. 

"T believed: them, after close observation, 
to be capable of self-government and found 
that the better classes among them were 
anxious and would wse thelr influence to 
render capital invested in Cuba as safe as 
that invested in other countries and while 
conditions may arise calling for the in- 
terference of the United States in the fu- 
ture, I don’t think they will. Cuba will, 
I believe, be ultimately annexed to the 
Uniied States, not on acoount of self-guv- 
ernment there but because her interest lies 
so clearly in, that direction that she herself 
will probabl some day request it. But 
in any event, I have no fear of investing 
capital there on account of the Cubans, 
for even if the self-government which the 
United States. has pledged herself to give 
them has failed, the United States has given 
an even stronger pledge to the world that 
she will maintain order in Cuba, which in- 
sures the safety of investments made there. 

“Not the least important feature of this 
new company is that it is the first invest- 
ment on a large scale of American capital 
in Cuba. 

“We propose to develop these three 
provinces that in territory are half the 
size of the entire island, but as vet only 
hold a third of the population. They are 
wonderfully rich agriculturally, in minerals 
and in timber and the first work in their 
development wil' be to build railroads. We 
shall not stop ‘there, but shall do any and 
everything that seems to us wise to do 
to promote developn:ent in agriculture, 
mining, timber and manufacture. 


ANTI-FOREIGN SPIRIT. 


Its Spread Seems to Be Rapid in 
China. 

WASHINGTON, April 2%—Edwin H. Con- 
ger, American Minister to China, fs keeping 
the State Department fully advised by mail 
of development in the situation. His latest 
reports are not of a very encouraging na- 
ture, and indicate that the antl-foreign 
movement is decidedly spreading, being par- 
ticularly strong in the provinces of Shan- 
tung and Chi Li. As ikustrating the hos- 
tility of the Empress Dowager to the de- 
velopment of her empire, attention was 
called to-day to a decree which she re- 
cently issued, degrading five officials on the 
most ridiculous charges. One, for instance, 
was degraded because of his “‘unfathoma- 
ble heart,.”’ another because of his ‘“‘greed 
for money.” The real reason of their deg- 
radation was because of the fear of the 
Empress Dowager and her advisers that 
they were prominent in the reform move- 
ment. ‘ 

The host‘ity 


reat 


of the Empress Dowager 
to the progress of her people will surely 
preoipitate a crisis, it is said, in official 
and diplomatic circles, and it would not be 
surprising if the troubles which the Pekin 
Government apparentiy does not wish to 
suppress shou.d be the forerunner of an- 
archy and general revolution. 

BELDEN DEFENDS HIS ACT. 
Admits That He Held Pneumatic Tube 
Company Bonds.

Minority Report . of Investigating

WASHINGTON, April 26.—The minority 
of the members of the Senate committee 
on privileges and e.ections, consisting of 
Senators Pettus and Harris, who do not ac- 
cept all the views of the majority of the 
committee in the case of Senator Clark of 
Montana, have presented their dissenting 
opinion in the case. The report begins 
with the following statement: 

‘“‘We agreed and still agree to the reso- 
lution adopted by the committee itself. But 
the report is merely the writing of the 
cha'rman with the aid of one other member 
and never was submitted to any meeting of 
the committee, and, therefore, cannot be 
considered as the words of the commiitee.”’

oning Senator Ciark, and then, under di- 
rection of Marcus Daly, becoming chief 
prosecutor of his old friend, deciares that 
“State Senator Whiteside acted well and 
naturally the part of spy and traitor; de- 
nounces Daly for having threatened.to ‘Tun 
Clark and his family out of Montana, and 
Attorney-General Nolan for giving prom- 
ises of pardons in order to secure testimony 
against Clark, and for having reveaied se- 
crets of the. grandjury room, and  »pro- 
nounces the testimony connecting the ‘Mon- 
tana Supreme Court with the case as ‘Ir- 
relevant,’ and not connecting Clark with 
the alleged attempts at bribery.

Tried to Commit a Crime So That He 
Might Be With His 
Father.

MARIETTA, O., Apri: %—Harry Tittle 
aged 16 years, was found in the store of R. 
KE. Race Sunday night. He has «sked to be 
sent to the penitentiary at once. 

A year ago while his mother was ilF the 
father had Hattie Male nurse her. Soon 
afterward Mrs. Male applied for a divorce, 
Mr. Tittle swore she was of good character. 
When it was proved that Mrs, Male’s repuu- 
tation was otherwise, Mr. Tittie was ar- 
rested. He said on account of her kindness 
to his wife he swore to the lie, as he ac- 
knowledged knowing her reputation, Tit- 
tle, Sr.. was sentenced to two years in 
prison. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter Harry said 
to-day: 

“When mother died our home was almost 
broken up. Papa and I lived together, and 
he taught me to cook. We alept together 
and worked together. 

“When papa swore 
please Mrs. Male he said hy 
she was g00d to mamma. I have wandered 
about since papa was sent away and have 
had no home. All the school boys pointed 
at me and said my father was in the pent- 
tentiary. 1 could not stand it, and fell 
behind in My studies. Soon 1 was behind 
in my class and worried about that also. 

“I could not sleep at nights and prayed 
and prayed what to do. I made up my 
mind to do something, so that I would be 
sent to prison with papa. I went to the 
barn and was going to break In, but 1 was 
afraid, and went back to my bed. The next 
night I was going to steal a wheel, but 
thought they would not find out who did It. 

“Then I went to Mr. Race's store, where 
I waited for two hours, making a notse 
that those who might pass would see or 
hear me. I committed the crime and want 
to be sent to prison, where my home will 
be as long as papa is there. I have no 
other home. 

“IT have no money to travel and see him,

CLEVER WILDE IS DEA 


NO MORE FISH BREAKFASTS POR 
PARE CATS. 


QUEER TWIST IN HIS BRAIN. 


But Despite Eccentricities and Melan- 
cholia He Was a Remarkable Ar- 
tist in Buying and Selling. 


NDPW YORK, April 26.—Near 150th street, 
North River, last week, there was picked 
up the body of a man, missing since Janu- 
ary, who in life was generally known as 
George Gardner. This was an assumed 
name. His true name was Eéward Wilde. 
He was in many respects a peculiar and 
interesting character. He was about #& 
years of age, of fine Nhysique, contour of 
square, fair complexion, light blue 
set widely apart, and was about 90 
leet 10's inches high. 

He first attracted notice at the time of 
Dr. Tanner's sensational fast in this city. 
He, too, ai his home in Albany, started to 
make a record as a faster. It is a fact that 
he lived 14 days without food or drink of 
any kind. He was taken to the Utita In- 
Sane Asylum and forced iby the attendants 
there to take food. He considered himself 
the greatest man in the world in the fast- 
ing class. Others, he used to say, took 
liquid nourishment of some kind—at least 
water, 

' liked to tell_to friends the wey he felt 

ihe first pangs of hunger were over. 

* State into Which he lapsed he described 

one of indescribable happiness, incon- 

ceivahble by any except those’ who have hat 
a similar experience. 

Discharged trom the asylum, he came to 
this city, and held many kindg of posi- 
tions as an agent fer the sale of sewing 
machines and such articles He was a 
most successful salesman of everything he 
handjed.. As soon as a knowledge of this 
fact dawned on him he started in to specu- 
late on his own account. He developed a 
rare faculty of judging the quality and 
Value of things and bought ard solid all 
kinds of odas and ends of goods. He would 
go into a junk store in South street and 
ask tha price of this or that article, make 
his purchase and have it sold at a fair profit 
while another man would be making up his 
mind what to do. 

He was as well known to the markeimen 
in Fulton and Washington markets as any 
one of their own number. He traveled ex- 
tensively throughout the States. There is 
not a city of 10,000 inhabliants in the Union, 
except those on the Pacific Coast, where

elry. He was an expert in 

uculd gointo Maiden lane and buy watches, 
diamond tings and then go the rvuund ef the 
pawn shops and make money by pledging 
trem, In fact, he made it a rule of bus'- 
ness never to pay more for an article than 
he could get for it at a pawnbroker's. It 
gave him peculiar pleasure to get more 
from a pawnbroker than he paid for arti- 
cles. “That shows,’ he would say, “‘what 
judges they are.”’ 

He never passed a jewelry store or pawn- 
shop without taking a look at the gvods in 
the window. He could tell at a glance if 
there was anything on display In which 
there was a quarter. He always so!d an ar- 
ticle if he made only a dime in vrofit. 

“You can always buy things for money,” 
he used to say, ‘‘but you cannot at a.] times 
get money for things."’ 

To make money was such an easy matter 
to him that he could not underittand how 
any man could go broke. He seldom helped 
a fellow-man, He was a great friend to 
brutes. If he saw a driver whip his horse, 
he would shake his cane at him and threat- 
en to lambaste him. When in this city he 
always lived in a ‘furnished room near 
Washington Square Park. He was very 
reguiar in his habits; went to bed at 10 
o'clock p. m., rose at 6 a.m. When dressed 
he went to a fish store and invested 2 cents 
in fish to feed the cats prow.inge around 
the park. It was amusing to see half a doz- 
en cats squatted on the benches he used 
to occupy waiting for him and ther break- 
fast. When asked why he woud not give 
a nickel to some of the poor men sitting 
around, his answer would be, “I do not 
drink, why should I be a victim of alco- 
hol?” In disposition he was mild. The pas- 
son of anger seemed to be foreizn to his 
nature, and the exhibition of it in others 
made him laugh, 

When selling tmitation diamonds his 
modus operandi was first to distribute a 
catching circular and then return and show 
the goods to people. The expression of his 
face was that of innocence; but let the cir- 
cular do the talking. When he did talk. the 
tones of his voice were low and sympa- 
thetic without modulation; his enunciation 
was distinct and slow—as if every word he 
uttered was with deliberation, The thougcht 
was as well cut as any diamond in his pos- 
session, and the precision of is language 
was admirable. 

Well might he be proud of his ability as 
a salesman—he was an artist at it. He used 
to attend mass at St. Francis. Xavier's 
Church in Sixteenth street every Sunday. 
He went every night to the low concert 
halls on the Bowery. If reproached for the 
inconsistency of his conduct he would say. 
“I like music; there is a gay as well as a 
serious side to human nature.”’ 

This is a fair description of Wilde as he 
was known to the worl@: He lived by rule 
and line. He worked four hours every day 
for four months in the year. When he was 
the possessor of a few hundred dollars he 
went to seek pleasure. The summer he 
spent at seaside resorts, beginning at At- 
lantic City, N. J., and ending about the 
first of October at Boston. Excepting last 
winter he spent his winters for many years 
down South. There is a big alligator in a 
tank at New Orleans that must have 
missed him this winter. They were great 
chums. The saurian made a great fuss 
when Wilde paid him a visit. He would 
follow im around, paying no attention to 
anybody else. Spectators would be as much 
amazed at the sight of the man as at the 
reptile. The secret of the friendship was 
that Wilde always brought with him a 
tidbit that went to the soft spot of the 
alliigator’s heart. 

He was fond of exciting little eurprises of 
this kind; indeed he liked people to notice 
him, and always wore something that would 
attract attention. 

What was the matter with him? He suf- 
fered melancholia, the doctors sald. 

Here was a man without physical ache 
or pain, having everything fn life within 
reasonable bounds. Why was he so con- 
tented to live on? Why seek the chilly 
waters of the Hudson in a January night— 
this man, who was so careful to have his 
room heated before wrapping himself in 
blankets”? 

“What makes you unhappy?” a friend 
said to him age before his death. “If you 
were a cripple, how would you feel?’ 

“Show me any cripple without legs and 
arme in the United States and if I could 
change with him I would be the happiest 
man in the world,” he replied. 

Curious that a man having so keen an 
intellect. should yet have delusions. He 
thought he could not eat enough of food to 
Fupply the waste of his body. It is useless 
to try to dig into the mystery of the work- 
ings of hie brain. The waters of the Hud- 
son have ended them.

When the Second New Hampshire Regi- 
ment wert to Portsmouth to be mustered 
into service she persisted in accompanying 
the regiment to that city and when tney 
left ta do service in the South she fol- 
lowed. ‘There were only seven other women 
in the country who did active service in

In the peninsular campaign she 
shared her fortunes with the _ soldiers, 
spending her first night in Yorktown in a 
feed-box in a stable. 

At the retreat to the James River her 
courage and endurance rose to the height 
of sgubhtme heroism. The announcement 
to the sick men in her care that those who 
coula not waik must be left behind, fell 
upon many as their death knell. Miss Dame 
was urged to join in the retreat and get to 
a place of safety, but she refused unless

HELD IN CARNEGIE HALL. 


Curios From Many Lands on Exhibi- 
tion in Connection With the 
Conference. 


NEW YORK, April 2%.—This; the fourth 
day -of the ecumenical conference, is 
known as ‘‘Woman’s day.”” While the men 
held-exercises in Carnegie Hall and the Cen- 
tral Presbyterian Church, the feature of the 
day is the great women’s mass meeting in 
Carnegie Hall in the afternoon and the 
great public meeting in the same place in 
the evening. At the morning session in 
Carnegie Hall “Spirit and Limitations of 
Missionery Comity’’ was discussed by Dr. 
H. M. King, chairman executive cammittee. 
American Baptist Missionary Union; and 
“Union and Co-operation Practicable and 
Desirable,”” by the Rev. Dr. T. M.. Lind- 
say of Free Church of Scotland, Glasgow: 
“A General Summary,"’ by Rev. Dr. Alex- 
ander Sutherland, secretary Missionary So- 
clety, Methodist Church in Canada. A dis- 
cussion of the papers followed. 

Dr. Sutherland, who followed 
said: 

“In the rapid development now taking 
place and that may be expected in the fu- 
ture, it is quite possible that mistakes made 
in the home fields may be repeated on a 
large scale abroad, resulting in waste o 
money, waste of effort, the retarding of 
self-support and the creation of jeflousies 
und antagonisms among missionaries of dif- 
ferent boards. The conviction is evidently 
growing that a time has come. when these 
possibilities should te herestly faced and 
such mutual understanding reached as wi!] 
obviate the overlapping of work and the 
unnecessary multiplication of agencies ir. 
fields that are fairly well supplied, so that 
destitute flelds may be more quickly reached 
and occupied. 

‘Phere are strong reasons why at least 
churches holding the same general system 
of doctrine and church order should con- 
sider whether a closer or even an organic 
union would not be in the interest of the 
work of God among the heathen. The com- 
paratively recent union of five Methodist 
bodies in Canada and of the Presbyterian 
churches in both Canada and Japan are il- 
lustrations of what may be accomplished in 
this direction if only there be, first of all, a 
wiiling mind.’’

LEAVING PENNSYLVANIA AND 
GOING INTO OHIO. 


THEIR RELIGION 


Despite Austere Parents the Young 
Folks Will Marry Outside the Faith 
and the Sect Is Breaking Up. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., April 2.—About a third 
of the 200 or 300 people constituting the 
Amish settlement near New Wilmington, in 
the western part of the etate, are migrating. 
Already more than a dozen families have 
sold their farms and gone to Geauga Coun- 
ty, Ohio, and before many years the entire 
unique colony will be broken up by the 
removal] of its members, by the encroach- 
ments of other people and by the falling 
away of the young people from their fath- 
ere’ faith. 

The first families to leave the 
and go into Ohio were tempted away by 
the cheapness of the property and _ the 
quality of the soll, rendering the culture 
of the grape more remunerative. These 
advance guard families sent back glow- 
ing accounts of the fatness of the prom- 
ised land and thereby induced about W more 


families to forsake the old settiement and 
join them. Some of theee have already gone; 
others will not get away this spring, but 
will remain to gather the harvest and will 
then migrate in time for the tall sowing of 
wheat.

NEW YORK, April 25.—Price. MeCormick & Co, 
, to-day published the fallowing cireular: . 

We have received from Mr. Ellison, the well-

1000 in 1807. The apparent consumption of Ameri- 
ean cotton is about 11,000,000 bales, the posl- 
tion of the old crop appears to be very strong, but 


dependent to some extent upon new crop develop- 
ments."’ 


estimated by Mr. Ellison at 260,000 bales, which is 
the smalest on record, so far as we can dis- 
cover, since 1880. In 1889 the stock at the end of 
September in Liverpool was 800,000 bales, and cot- 
ton sold at 11% cents. These figures, in view of 
the fact that Mr. Ellison presumably presents the 
English and the consumers’ side of the queation, 
9,500,000, which, in our opinion cannot possibly 
be reached, would seem to be almost impregnable 
in strength, Good and conservative statisticians 
bere figure that the stock in Liverpool at the end 
of the season will be nearer 150,000 than 250.000 
bales. Looking into thé figures of the visible 
supply, we fod that for the four weeks ending 
April 21, the visible supply has decreased 440,000 
bales, in the same time there has come into sight 
out of the American crop 319,000 bales, and of 
other growths about 60,000 bales, making a total 
absorption of cotton for the four weeks under 
corsideration of 819,000 bales, of something over 
200,000 bales per week. 
April 21, as made up by the Fisancial Chronicle, 
was 2,638,000 bales. Estimating that there is 
still to come into sight of American cotton out 
vf this year’s crop 706,000 bales, against 912,000 
bales last year, we have a total, roughly, 
3,543,000 bales. Assuming a minimum weekly ab- 
sorption for the balance of the season, say 18 
weeks, of 150,000 bales per week, we are left 
with a total visible supply of all growths, the 
end of August, of 443,000 bales. Of this, Mr. 
Kllison estimates that 250,000 bales will be in 
Liverpool. 
tinental ports, so that, unless our figures afte all 
awry, it would appear that the visible supply at 
the end of the season would be pearly all in Eu- 
rope, and America -wou'd be practically denuded 
of cotton. Comparing the figures of the Indicated 
visible supply with those of past years, we fidd 
that the nearest approach to them was in 1880, 
when the visible supply at the end of the season 
was 834,000 bales, and cotton sold at 1l1i\%e. In 
1890, with a visible supply of 1,071,000 balea, 
cotton sold at 12%c. 
sumption of 11,000,000 bales of American cotton, 
according to Mr. Ellison's estimate. In 1890, the 
consumption of American cotton was only 
about 8,000,000 bales. In view of these figures 
and despite the fact that the prevailing specula- 
tive temper amongst operators on the New York 
Cotton Exchange is to “decry them as discounted, 
we cannot but feel that the situation is a stronger 
one than the cotton trade has been in almost « 
generation, and that extreme prices for cotton must 
prevail this summer. We, therefore, unhesitating- 
ly recommend the purchase of summer positions, 
and, as planting is undoubtedly late, the season 
backward, and a very large area of the cotton 
producing section overflowed and ander the ne- 
cessity of replanting. sales of the new crop posl- 
tions are, in our opinion, exceedingly dangerous.
